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PSYCHICAL RESEARCH 
By E. W. Martin 
OF ALL modern thinkers the late Alfred North Whitehead 


‘was most perturbed by the scientific attitude as exemplified 


in his own time. Whitehead believed that the human race 
grows through its mental experience, and that social vigour 
is preserved “by the widespread sense that high aims are 
worth while”. Although the fruits of contemplation, medita- 
tion and constant experiment are needed in our society it 
might be well to say that such propulsive social impulses have 
not always been operative within modern scientific and philo- 
sophical systems. Whitehead and others were aware of a ten- 
dency on the part of scientists to limit their studies to the field 
of physical phenomena, not touching on those aspects of 
which have to do with man’s final destiny. In such an 
atmosphere the discoveries of religious thinkers, mystics and 
psychologists and psychical researchers were neglected. 
public has remained sceptical, or frankly hostile, to such 
a subject as psychical research, which was either ignored alto- 
gether or confused with Spiritualism. It is with pleasure and 
profit that one can turn to an article in the current issue of 
the Hibbert Journal in which Professor H. H. Price writes on 
“Psychical Research and Human Personality”.
